a The  date  assigned  to  this  building 
(see  Plate  33)  is  probably  too  early  for 
it,  the  plain  square  abacus,  square  in 
section  as  well  as  plan,  is  generally  a mark 
of  early  Norman  work,  but  the  rule  is  not 
invariable,  plain  and  rude  country  work 
often  appears  of  earlier  date  than  it  really 
is ; and  this  form  occurs  in  such  work  at 
a later  period  : these  are  however  the 
exceptions.  The  other  three  Norman 
specimens  shew  the  increase  of  mouldings 
and  the  gradual  approximation  to  the 
Early  English  style,  of  which  Paul’s  Cray 
is  a good  and  pure  specimen  with  the 
usual  round  and  hollow  mouldings,  (see 
Plates  12  and  37.)  St.  Saviour’s,  South- 
wark, is  also  pure  Early  English,  with 
the  moulding  overhanging : the  Chapter 
House  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  is  simi- 
lar, but  has  a fillet  on  the  face  of  the 


overhanging  moulding : Wells  is  taken 
from  a doorway  of  somewhat  later  cha- 
racter. Merton  is  a specimen  of  early, 
and  York  of  late  Decorated ; St.  Albans 
shews  the  true  Decorated  ogee,  Henry 
Vllth’s  Chapel  the  Perpendicular,  (see 
Ogee  in  text,  p.  148.)

the  Carmelite  Fryars,  to  which  this  cha- 
pel was  an  appendage.  The  grant  was 
confirmed  in  a parliament  held  at  York 
in  that  year,  as  appears  from  the  Patent 
Rolls  of  11th  Edward  II.  The  chapel 
may  have  been  only  commenced  in  that 
year,  and  completed  between  that  and

ing,  though  at  first  sight  very  different, 
will  be  found  on  examination  to  be  of 
the  same  age. 

n The  form  of  this  font  would,  if  taken 
alone,  indicate  a considerably  earlier  date, 
but  an  examination  of  the  work  leads  to 
the  belief  that  it  is  of  the  same  age,  and 
probably  by  the  same  hand,  as  the  monu- 
ment of  John  Noble  in  this  church,  (see 
Plate  G5.) 

o This  house,  in  which  Richard  the 
Third  slept  before  the  battle  of  Bosworth, 
was  pulled  down  in  the  year  18.37;  the 
timbers  were  remarkably  sound,  and  so 
well  joined  together  that  considerable 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  separating 


them  : the  destruction  was  entirely  wan- 
ton, and  the  materials  scarcely  paid  the 
expenses  of  removing  them.  The  house 
was  formerly  called  the  Blue  Boar. 

P This  is  the  name  popularly  given  to 
the  finials  on  the  points  of  gables  in 
domestic  work,  whether  of  wood  or  stone, 
but  more  frequently  to  the  former.  It 
is  not  a very  correct  term,  but  it  is  esta- 
blished by  usage. 

q The  object  of  this  plate  is  to  call 
attention  to  the  different  manner  in  which 
the  junction  of  the  mouldings  of  the  arch 
with  the  pillar  is  managed  in  different 
styles.

possibly  belong  to  an  earlier  period  than 
the  date  here  assigned  to  them ; the  win- 
dow in  St.  Michael’s  church,  Oxford, 
from  which  this  is  taken,  is  a very  re- 
markable one,  not  very  unlike  that  at 
St.  Alban’s,  No.  25,  Plate  99,  but  wider 
in  proportion  to  the  height : the  lights 
are  not  foliated,  and  the  inner  arch  has 
early  Decorated  mouldings. 

o Window , No.  33. 

P In  this  monument  the  figure  and 
the  arch  do  not  belong  to  each  other, 
and  there  is  no  authority  for  supposing 
the  figure  to  be  that  of  Bishop  Stapleton, 
but  the  arch,  with  its  foliation,  pinnacles, 
crockets,  and  finials,  affords  a beautiful 
specimen  of  the  architectural  ornaments 
of  that  period. 

q This  date  is  cut  upon  the  wood- 
work, and  is  no  doubt  the  date  of  all  that 


is  here  seen,  but  in  the  interior  of  the 
house,  which  is  now  divided  into  several 
tenements,  there  are  some  very  richly 
ornamented  plaister  ceilings  of  earlier 
date,  and  on  one  of  them  the  arms  of 
King,  who  was  the  last  abbot  of  Oseney, 
and  first  bishop  of  Oxford. 

r The  linen  pattern  shewn  in  the  first 
of  these  three  is  a very  prevalent  orna- 
ment in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII. 

s This  is  erroneously  described  in  the 
plate  as  Norman,  which  it  is  not,  as  the 
section  shews.  Norman  parapets  are 
very  rare;  the  battlement  of  Rochester 
Castle  is  believed  to  be  original;  and 
there  is  a piece  of  coping  which  also 
appears  to  be  original  on  part  of  the  west 
end  of  the  parish  church  of  J umieges,  in 
Normandy.

x These  four  curious  and  early  pinna- 
cles have  lately  been  rebuilt  with  the 
upper  part  of  the  spire,  and  have  lost 
much  of  their  original  character  in  the 
process.

tions of  the  pinnacles  at  the  four  angles 
of  the  tower,  are  occupied  by  figures,  of 
which  this  is  one ; the  other  three  repre- 
sent saints.

z This  pinnacle  is  connected  with  one 
of  the  flying  buttresses  which  were  added 
to  support  the  spire  in  the  fourteenth 
century. 

a The  date  of  this  very  elegant  tower 
and  spire,  with  its  clustered  pinnacles,  is 
not  well  ascertained ; it  is  commonly 
supposed  to  have  been  built  by  Adam 
de  Brome,  the  founder  of  Oriel  college, 
who  is  known  to  have  built  a chapel  on 
the  west  side  of  it,  (since  rebuilt.)  The 
rectory  was  given  to  Oriel  college  by 
King  Edward  II.  at  its  first  foundation, 
in  1326,  which  seems  in  some  degree  to 
confirm  the  notion  of  the  church  having 
been  rebuilt  about  that  time.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  recorded  (see  Wood  ap. 
Peshall,  p.  60,  61.)  that  several  houses 
were  given  to  the  church,  some  of  which 
are  expressly  said  to  be  given  u to  the 
fabrick”  in  the  years  1270,  1275,  1276; 


and  King  Edward  I.  established  a chap- 
lain in  this  church  by  letters  patent  in 
1274.  The  style  of  sculpture  of  the 
figures  very  much  resembles  those  in  the 
west  front  of  Wells  cathedral,  and  the 
mouldings  belong  rather  to  the  latter  part 
of  the  thirteenth  century  than  to  a sub- 
sequent period.  See  the  cornice,  Plate 
29,  one  of  the  mouldings,  Plate  60,  a 
mullion,  Plate  63,  the  parapet,  Plate  70, 
and  one  of  the  windows  in  the  spire, 
Plate  103. 

b The  projecting  wing  of  this  pin- 
nacle is  now  destroyed,  but  at  Thornbury 
(Plate  70)  they  still  remain  : this  appears 
to  have  been  a fashion  in  late  examples 
of  the  rich  Perpendicular  churches  in  the 
west  of  England. 

c The  variety  of  these  is  endless,  and 
they  are  called  by  many  different  names 
(see  page  164),  but  Piscina  is  most  gene- 
rally used.  Mr.  Rickman  calls  them 
Holy-water  drains,  which  explains  their 
use ; others  use  the  term  Lavacrum  or 
Lavatory,  though  this  is  also  used  in  a 
somewhat  different  sense,  (see  Lavatory.') 
It  is  often  confounded  with  the  Stoup,  or 
Aspersorium,  but  differs  from  it  in  its 
position,  the  Piscina  having  been  always 
placed  on  the  south  side  of  an  altar, 
though  this  has  often  been  destroyed ;

of  the  round  rib  it  may  be  concluded  to 
be  later  than  either  of  the  dates  men- 
tioned ; the  square  rib  is  usually  but  not 
always  early,  and,  to  judge  by  the  vault- 
ing of  the  chapel  in  the  White  Tower, 
and  other  well-known  early  examples, 


Ribs  do  not  appear  to  have  been  used  at 
so  early  a date;  perhaps  1120  or  1130 
would  be  more  correct  for  both  of  them.

u This  is  the  date  usually  assigned  to 
this  building,  but  the  lightness  of  the 
shafts,  &c.,  and  the  high  finish  of  the 
carved  work,  would  seem  to  indicate  a 
later  date. 

x Milner  assigns  this  date  to  the  build- 
ing, and  has  been  commonly  followed  by 
others,  perhaps  too  implicitly : he  has 
shewn  that  this  was  the  date  of  the 
foundation  of  the  hospital  and  the  com- 
mencement of  the  works,  but  numerous 
examples  prove  that  the  date  of  the  foun- 
dation and  of  the  completion  of  a build- 
ing were  often  widely  distant;  the  date 
of  the  consecration  is  a better  guide,  but 
even  this  cannot  always  be  depended  on, 
as  a church  was  often  consecrated  when 
only  a small  portion  of  it  was  completed, 
frequently  the  chancel  only,  or  just  so 
much  as  was  necessary  for  the  performance 
of  divine  service.  The  portion  of  St.  Cross 
church  here  represented  is  part  of  the  tri- 
forium  of  the  chancel,  and  is  just  the  part 
the  age  of  which  has  been  so  much  dis- 
puted : it  is  also  a question  whether  the 


lights  are  original,  or  have  been  subse- 
quently pierced ; on  the  one  hand  it  is 
alleged  that  the  design  is  complete  without 
them,  that  on  the  exterior  they  appear  to 
form  no  part  of  it,  and  rather  interrupt 
the  harmony  of  the  building;  on  the  other 
hand,  there  is  no  appearance  of  the  ma- 
sonry having  been  moved,  or  cut  through, 
and  a sort  of  string  is  continued  from 
the  abacus  of  the  shafts  along  the  sides 
of  the  openings.  The  work  of  this 
church  is  rich,  and  late  in  its  general 
character,  and  has  evidently  been  carried 
on  into  the  thirteenth  century,  though 
some  of  the  earlier  portions  may  possibly 
be  as  early  as  Milner’s  date.  See  a rich 
moulding  from  the  north  door,  Plate  58. 

y This  example  shews  the  balustre  in 
the  upper  window  in  very  decided  Nor- 
man work ; it  is  however  of  less  rude 
character  than  in  the  buildings  supposed 
to  be  Saxon,  and  the  lower  windows  are 
divided  by  regular  Norman  shafts,  not 
balustres. 

z The  very  marked  features  of  transi- 
tion character  in  this  building  have  been 
before  mentioned  (see  note  on  Mould- 
ings, Plate  58) : the  doorway  affords  an 
early  instance  of  the  use  of  the  square- 
headed trefoil  form  in  the  head.

a This  chapel  is  distinct  from  the 
buildings  of  the  Abbey,  and  excepting 
the  turret,  which  is  a curious  and  good 
specimen  of  an  Early  English  bell-turret, 
is  in  a sadly  mutilated  and  neglected 
state ; it  is  attached  to  some  alms-houses, 
the  inhabitants  of  which  are  clamorous 
for  the  x’estoration  of  the  chapel,  and  of 
divine  service  in  it.  The  hospital  be- 
longs to  the  crown,  and,  as  usual  in  such 
cases,  the  call,  however  urgent  and  how- 
ever just,  is  neglected. 

b This  appears  to  be  a specimen  of 
transition  from  the  Decorated  to  the  Per- 
pendicular style,  the  lower  part  having 
the  character  of  the  former,  the  upper 
part  approaching  the  latter. 

c This  Plate  is  intended  to  shew  the 
principal  varieties  in  the  forms  of  vaults ; 
they  are  however  much  more  numerous 
than  here  represented,  there  are  even 
more  varieties  than  Professor  Whewell 
has  enumerated,  but  these  are  chiefly 
used.  No.  1.  is  a form  frequent  in  early 
Norman  work  before  ribs  were  intro- 
duced. No.  2.  is  not  intended  to  shew 
the  construction,  the  side  walls  are  sup- 
posed to  be  removed  in  order  to  shew  the 
form  of  the  vault  more  clearly : this  form 
was  used  in  the  earliest  specimens  of 


Norman  work,  but  constructed  entirely 
of  rubble  or  rag-work.  Nos.  3 and  4. 
are  common  in  Early  English  work. 
No.  6.  Welsh  vaults  have  not  at  all  ne- 
cessarily round-headed  arches : the  term 
mei*ely  implies  that  the  side  vaulting 
cells  over  windows,  &c.  “ enter  the  prin- 
cipal vault  at  a point  below  its  vertex.” 
The  succeeding  Plates  shew  the  construc- 
tion and  chronological  succession  of  the 
principal  vaults  used  in  England. 

d This  term  is  not  accurate,  since  the 
early  vaulted  roofs  are  not  groined,  but 
the  term  is  commonly  used  for  a stone 
roof  of  any  kind. 

e This  castle  was  built  by  Roger, 
bishop  of  Salisbury;  he  was  bishop  from 
1107  to  1142,  and  the  date  assigned  to 
this  work  may  be  rather  too  early,  but 
it  appears  to  have  been  one  of  his  early 
works. 

f This  example  is  from  one  of  the 
aisles  or  passages  of  the  crypt,  not  from 
the  central  part,  which  has  elliptical 
arches.  The  arches  in  this  example  are 
ornamented  with  the  zig-zag,  but  a great 
number  are  plain,  and  others  have  round 
ribs.

No.  5.  This  is  from  the  chancel,  the  roof 
of  which  is  groined ; the  ribs  are  orna- 
mented with  the  zig-zag  and  chain  or- 
naments, and  the  arch  is  pointed : it  is 
clearly  of  late  Norman  character,  pro- 
bably c.  1180.  It  may  be  observed  that 
all  the  early  Norman  work  of  which  the 
date  can  be  authenticated  is  remarkably 
plain : for  instance,  the  chapel  in  the 
White  Tower,  although  this  was  the 
royal  chapel  of  William  the  Conqueror ; 
and  at  Lincoln,  the  work  of  Bemigius, 
who  removed  the  site  of  the  cathedral, 
and  erected  it  from  the  foundation  in  its 
present  situation,  is  quite  plain,  while 
that  of  his  successor  Alexander,  which 
though  inserted  in  it  can  be  clearly  dis- 
tinguished from  it  by  the  construction, 


is  richly  ornamented,  (see  the  Vetusta 
Monumenta,  vol.  iii.,  in  which  there  is 
an  accurate  engraving,  marking  distinctly 
the  different  parts.)  Bishop  Alexander’s 
work  consists  principally  of  the  three 
rich  doorways,  which  are  joined  to  the 
earlier  work  in  an  irregular  manner, 
the  stones  being  in  different  beds  and 
courses,  and  the  workmanship  of  a dif- 
ferent style. 

Nos.  7 & 8.  are  interior  and  exterior 
views  of  the  same  window,  and  No  9. 
differs  only  in  having  the  arch  pointed, 
shewing  clearly  that  the  whole  are  of 
transition  character : these  windows  were 
until  lately  in  part  concealed  and  their 
effect  destroyed  by  an  Italian  balustrade, 
which  was  removed  and  the  windows 
restored  in  1839,  chiefly  under  the  direc- 
tions of  Dr.  Bull,  one  of  the  canons  of 
the  cathedral. 

No.  10.  is  much  lighter,  both  in  its 
proportions  and  details,  than  the  Christ 
Church  windows,  and  is  therefore  likely 
to  be  of  somewhat  later  date,  although 
not  pointed.

No.  13.  This  singular  window  has  been 
already  mentioned : in  the  interior  it 
forms  one  fine  window,  not  very  unlike 
No.  14,  having  the  tooth  ornament  in  the 
mouldings,  which  are  very  bold  and  good 
work ; the  piers  between  the  lights  are 
splayed  to  an  edge,  and  ornamented  with 
Early  English  shafts ; the  openings  over 
the  head  of  each  light  are  circular  in  the 
inner  face  of  the  wall.  These  openings 
over  the  lights  are  considered  as  leading 
the  way  to  tracery,  the  more  simple  open- 
ing, as  in  No.  44,  being  perhaps  a still 
earlier  stage  of  it.  There  is  an  accu- 
rate engraving  of  the  interior  of  this 
window  in  Hall’s  Guide  to  Wimborne 
Minster. 

No.  15.  is  from  the  north  aisle,  which 
bears  much  resemblance  in  style  and 
workmanship  to  the  Chapter  House  of 
the  Cathedral.  No.  18.  is  from  the  east 
window  of  the  south  aisle,  and  is  of 
somewhat  later  character,  this  portion 
appearing  to  be  a chapel  added  after  the 
rest  of  the  church  was  built,  but  not  long 
after.  The  Chapter  House  of  York  Min- 
ster, built  by  Walter  Gray,  who  died  in 
1255,  has  windows  with  foliated  circles 
in  the  head. 

No.  19.  This  is  from  the  chancel, 
which  is  a very  beautiful  and  interesting 


piece  of  work  of  early  Decorated  charac- 
ter : the  side  windows,  of  which  this  is 
one,  are  widely  splayed  in  the  inside, 
and  the  inner  arch  being  obtuse,  while 
the  outer  one  is  acute,  a hollow  is  formed 
in  the  head,  as  mentioned  in  the  text, 
p.  234. 

No.  20.  This  library  was  built  by 
Bishop  Rede,  who  was  a Fellow  of  the 
college,  in  1349,  and  died  in  1385,  but 
has  been  much  altered  in  subsequent 
times.  The  windows  are  so  plain,  and 
devoid  of  character,  that  it  is  difficult  to 
assign  a date  to  them,  but  they  appear 
to  be  later  than  the  date  mentioned. 

No.  22.  There  seems  good  reason  for 
believing  that  the  choir  of  this  chapel 
was  built  by  Walter  de  Merton,  who 
died  in  the  year  1277-  See  the  heads 
used  as  terminations  to  the  dripstone  in 
Plate  39,  and  the  note  respecting  them 
at  page  83 : also  the  mouldings  in 

Plate  59.  Buildings  of  this  character 
are  generally  supposed  to  be  thirty  or 
forty  years  later  than  this  date ; but  per- 
haps this  conclusion  may  have  been  ar- 
rived at  without  sufficient  grounds : the 
crosses  to  the  memory  of  Queen  Eleanor 
are  of  the  same  style;  she  died  in  1290, 
and  the  crosses  were  built  in  the  follow- 
ing vear.

54.  This  window,  which  is  in  the  west 
end  of  the  north  aisle,  is  remarkable  for 
the  elegance  of  its  tracery.  It  is  of  Deco- 
rated character,  but  the  mouldings,  as 
shewn  in  the  section,  particularly  of  the 
dripstone,  shew  it  to  be  rather  late  in 
the  style.  The  other  windows  in  the 
same  aisle,  as  shewn  in  the  Frontispiece, 
are  of  the  same  style  and  date  as  those 
of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Oxford  (Plate 
100),  and  consequently  somewhat  earlier 
than  this. 


This  engraving,  and  that  of  the  door- 
way of  the  same  church,  given  as  a 


frontispiece,  are  presented  to  the  work 
by  the  Most  Noble  the  Marquis  of 
Northampton. 

Frontispiece.  This  is  a rich  and 
curious  doorway,  which 
presents  several  singular 
features.  The  general 
form  and  appearance  and 
most  of  the  mouldings 
are  pure  Norman,  but  it 
has  likewise  the  Tooth  Ornament  on  two 
of  the  mouldings,  and  this  too  of  a very 
late  character,  being  merely 
made  of  four  concave  leaves : 
there  is  likewise  a laurel-like 
leaf  used  in  the  capitals,  which 
frequently  occurs  in  fourteenth 
century  work.  These  circum- 
stances make  it  difficult  to  fix 
its  date,  but  it  most  probably  is  not 
earlier  than  the  thirteenth  century.  The 
chamfers  of  the  jambs  seem 
to  have  been  intended  to  be 
ornamented  with  flowers  en- 
closed in  circles,  but  only  two 
have  been  cut,  and  one  or 
two  others  just  marked  out 
by  the  chisel.  There  are  no 
other  indications  of  Norman 
work  in  the  church.
